The Journal Office bad a short 
but pleasant visit from Superinten- 
dent and Mrs. John W. Jones of the 
Ohio Institution at Columbus, last 
Thursday afternoon. They had 
spent the day visiting the Fan wood 
School and noting some of the 
original educational features. 

They were especially pleased with 
the Band and Battalion. The 
former rendered several selections, 
in addition to the music during tbe 
manual of arms and marching, and 
the Butts' Rifle Drill, by the three 
Companies of the Battalion. 

It seems but a short time since 
Mr. John W. Jones succeeded Rev. 
Mr. Kagleson as Superintendent of 
tbe Ohio School. In reality it is 
just twenty years ago. He has been 
an educator all his life, for at the 
time just previons to his advent into 
the education of the deaf, he was 
Superintendent of Education in one 
of the Ohio cities that at the present 
moment we do not recall. 

There was considerable speculation 
at the time concerning his fitness to 
take charge of an institution for the 
deaf, because he lacked tbe specific 
knowledge and experience which are 
regarded as essentia] to success. It 
was not very long, however, before 
people began to say be was making 
good. He was an observer and a 
student of the problems involved in 
educating tbe deaf. To-day, Mr. 
Jones, with his twenty years of ac- 
tive work, is regarded by the profes- 
sion as an expert, as well as an 
enthusiast, in tbe work of educating 
and training the deaf for the duties 
and responsibilities of life. 

He is the author of two or three 
books dealing with the difficult 
problems of inculcating a love of li- 
terature and conferring ability in tbe 
ready use of grammatical expression. 
He has introduced into tbe Ohio In- 
stitution several progressive features, 
and we would not be surprised if he 
added to the present curriculum the 
special advantages that accrue from 
military drill.

From Lake Hotel to the Yellow- 
stone Falls and Canyon the distance 
is seventeen miles. The line of 
travel seems to be in a valley, but 
Yellowstone Lake, from the shore 
of which the start is made, is very 
near to eight thousand feet above 
sea level. The lake is twenty miles 
in width from Thumb to the op- 
posite bank, but is probably about 
half the distance in a straight line 
from the broad piazza of Lake 
Hotel. The water is ice-cold. 

If the rough and dusty drive of 
the previous day caused any of the 
comfort-loving tourists to apprehend 
a repetition of their hardships, their 
fears were quickly dispelled. There 
could not be a greater contrast than 
the day's trip disclosed. The air was 
clear and balmy, washed by the 
glowing sunshine of a cloudless sky. 
The eye was delighted and the 
spirit soothed, for all around was 
only placid peace. 

We followed the rim of Yellow- 
stone Lake to the outlet, from which 
flows the Yellowstone River. Many 
pelican and wild ducks could be seen 
in the water near to little islands 
where the lake narrows and becomes 
a river. The road runs close to the 
river, and at different places along 
the course we could observe odd-look- 
ing little muskrats swimming toward 
the shore. At one place, resting 
high up upon tbe dead limb of a 
blasted pine, was a great grey hawk. 
The stage coach halted near Mud 
Volcano, and all scrambled out and 
footed it to the side of a mountain, 
where a geyser was constantly emit- 
ting in quick blasts a lead-colored 
mud. It looked' repulsive and 
am el led likewise. A few feet away 
was a horrible looking cavity in the 
mountain side spitting out steam. 
It is called tbe Dragon's Mouth, 
and the name well fits its revolting 
appearance and disagreeable acti- 
vity.

of the most exclusive New York 
hotels. The " Lounge" of the hotel, 
which is reached by a wide stairway- 
branching into two others on either 
side of it, from the spacious and 
magnificent hotel lobby, is so vast 
and grand that the visitor gnsps with 
astonishment. There is nothing like 
it on earth. It is two hundred feet 
long and one hundred feet wide, and 
is lighted by continuous plate glass 
on three sides. Its floor is of polish- 
ed oak and ceiling of finely-finished 
red birch . Here are all the elegances 
generally associated with urban 
opulence, such as rich rugs, divans, 
tea tables, writing desks in cosy re- 
cesses, and provisions for orches- 
tral music. The dining-room is three- 
fourths as large as the "Lounge," 
and is especially bright and pleasing 
to the taste. The floor is of oak, 
the walls, tbe pillars, doors and case- 
ments of red birch. There are bil- 
liard rooms, bowling alleys, and 
buffets. Elevators carry you to the 
upper stories, where the sleeping 
apartments are neatly furnished, 
large, clean and airy. I can conceive 
of no place better adapted to restore 
shattered nerves and enfeebled body 
than this splendid hotel eight thou- 
sand feet above the level of the sea. 
The fourth day of our tour, and 
the last, led in the morning from 
Canyon Hotel to Norris, a distance 
of twelve miles. Norris is a lunch 
station, and from it the five and six- 
day tourists sweep onward to Mam- 
moth, while the four day stages are 
driven to Yellowstone Station We 
reached Norris a little before noon, 
seeing nothing extraordinary or 
spectacular on the route. Not that 
the drive failed either in interest or 
enjoyment, for the woods and moun- 
tains were an ever-varying pano- 
rama of beauty and sublimity. Di- 
rectly in front of the Norris Station 
is tbe Norris Basin, a vast acreage 
of uncanny spoutings and steamings 
and bubblings, from a level bed of 
lava. There are boiling pools of 
opal, iris, and sapphire, almost 
touching each other, but with the 
colors their several names designate 
clearly and contrastingly defined. 
There is also an emerald pool, a mud 
geyser, and a black growler venting 
steam that is dark as the infernal 
regions are sometimes assumed to be. 
The Constant Geyser, with a basin 
more than twenty feet across, throws 
water and steam from twenty to 
thirty feet in the air every half 
minute. A narrow plank path was 
followed through the sulphurous 
tainted air in tbe Norris Basin, as 
the lava is soft in places and a mis- 
step might burn one's toes off. 

We left Norris at one o 'clock for 
tbe final drive of twenty-six miles to 
the railroad station at Yellowstone, 
Mont. Past the grazing grounds for 
elk, skirting deep gorges, winding 
around the base of imposing moun- 
tains, and onward to the junction of 
the Gibson and Firehole Rivers, the 
chain of natural wonders seemed 
continuous. It was half past five 
o'clock when the railroad station was 
reached, and at seven we were on the 
train that raced through all the 
night to Salt Lake City. 

I have not mentioned the tenderly 
beautiful flowers that lined the way- 
side in many sections of the four- 
day tour. Delicate blue harebell, 
fringed gentians, larkspur, forget- 
me-nots, and buttercups, were most 
frequently noticed and grew in wild 
abundance. 

At Salt Lake City we lingered 
until the afternoon of August 8th, 
where our party separated, Mr. and 
Mrs. Hey man, Mrs. and Miss Russell, 
and Mrs. Weil, going back to the 
Pacific Coast, their destination being 
Seattle. Rev. Mr. Reiser, Miss 
Alice B. Judge, and myself, took tbe 
Union Pacific train to Chicago, mak- 
ing a splendid run that brought us to 
the Windy City on time to a minute 
On the way we saw the Devil's Slide, 
a giant flume, each side of which 
was a continuous shaft of rock 
stretching to the foot of a big moun- 
tain from its lofty summit.

We have pleasure in making 
note of the return of President 
Hall, who has just completed g 
two weeks tour of the North. 
During his trip, which was both 
pleasant and interesting, "Our 
Prexy M inspected the principal edu- 
OatiODSl Institutions for the deaf in 
New York, and the other North- 
eastern Slates. 

The North-eastern States, while 
possessing a larger deaf-mute po- 
pulation than any similar portion 
of the country, can boast of barely 
a corporal's guard of college rs 
presentatives. In fact, one or two 
of the Western States have more 
students in college than all of the 
opulent Eastern States combined. 
This disparity is inexcusable. It is 
to be hoped that President Hall's 
trip will result not only in an in- 
creased interest in higher education 
among the Eastern deaf, but also 
in a larger college enrollment.

Last Summer I decided the owner- 
ship of a policeman's badge would 
be a great thing in the line of Im- 
postor work, not so much with a 
hope of making actual arrests as for 
the moral effect with its resultant 
publicity, as well as the wider 
knowledge of our class sure to be 
diffused by those who would talk of 
the fact the "deaf cop seemed 
almost as intelligent and civilized" 
as themselves. 

So I saw the Chief of Vancouver 
Police and explained frankly just 
what I wanted, making not the least 
exaggeration. The Chief thought it 
over a few days, when, finding him 
still "thinking it over," I went to 
see his superior, the Mayor. 

The Mayor listened to the same 
arguments I gave the Chief. I 
named a couple of good references 
as to character, and showed him an 
Impostor circular. That settled it. 
re minutes after entering his 
office I had the joy of seeing him 
take down the telephone, issue some 
instructions, and, behold ! it was all 
arranged. After taking the oath of 
office, swearing to obey the Con- 
stitutions of State and country, the 
Chief gave me a nickeled badge, in- 
scribed "Special Police," to be worn 
inside the coat, and informed I 
was now a full-fledged police officer, 
with all the regular powers and 
authority — save drawing salary and 
patrolling a beat. 

en Chief Barbeau handed me 
the badge, he also lent me his own 
copy of Voorhees' " Law of Arrest," 
just off the press, with instructions 
I find out what powers the badge 
conferred. 

The book is a weighty legal stand- 
by of 287 pages. By going over it 
carefully time and time again, I boil- 
ed down most of the parts that can 
apply to the arrest of "deaf" beg- 
gars. If this column is clipped and 
frequently studied by all readers 
deciding to seek police badge 
will aid in making smooth sailing, 
for while I have as full powers to 
arrest, etc. , as any other officer pos- 
sesses, still " deaf" impostors are 
the main issue — to us. 

First and foremost, a policeman is 
not a czar. He can not do just as 
he pleases — contrary to general be- 
lief. And, however good bis inten- 
tions, there is always a chance the 
person he arrests, or att- 
arrest, may be able to prosecute him 
—sue him — for overzealousness of 
some kind or other. 

Therefore it would be well if only 
the brightest, coolest, and best deaf 
at ply for police badges in 

their home cities and towns, men 
who will use their power wisely and 
not abuse it in the least. The idiotic 
notion that we deaf are freaks- 
queer, uneducated animals — still pre- 
vails generally, and just one case of 
abuse of office by a deaf policeman 
may work us incalculable barm. 

The adoption of the fifth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the 

ited States provides: " no p< 
•hall be deprived of his liberty with- 
out due process of law." Ther 
an arrest, without a warrant, v. 
one is required by law, renders the 
arresting officer liable secu- 

tion. 

But (and here is where all police- 
men must exercise very good judg- 
ment; if there is likely to be a fail- 
ure of justice for want of a magis- 
trate to issue a warrant, any officer 
may arrest without one. 

An arrest may be made, either by 
warrant ; by an officer without war- 
rant ; or by a private person without 
warrant. 

When the offender is not likely to 
abscond— or disappear — before a war- 
rant can be obtained, it is generally 
better to apprehend him by a war- 
rant than for a private person or an 
officer to arrest h. 
cord, because if the justice si; 
grant the warrant erroneousl> 
party obtai cannot be prose- 

cuted, the offender is en- 

deavoring to escape the officer si. 
arrest at once. 

A crime, which is punishable by 
death, or by imprisonment in the 
State prison, is a felony. All r, 
crimes are misdemeanors or breaches 
of the peace. Felonies we will not 
discuss hereafter.

See your local po- 1 
lice chief on that point, and get his 
expert opinion on what grounds an 
Impostor may be arrested, then act 
accordingly. 

A policeman may arrest without 
a warrant anyone caught breaking a 
city ordinance, or committing a 
breach of the peace. If your State 
has no measure covering ' ' deaf 
beggars, get your city council to 
pass an ordinance making begging 
or peddling by deaf, dumb or blind 
impostors a misdemeanor. Remem- 
ber to include " blindness and other 
physical defects," for that prevents 
the measure being declared uncon- 
stitutional class legislation. 

Voorhees states: "A police of- 
ficer may without warrant arr< 
misdemeanor only when actuallv 
committed in his presence." Yet 
there are exceptions. It might be 
well to ascertain if you have author 
ity to arrest a " deaf " beggar on the 
word of witnesses, provided he seems 
to be trying to get away, although 
you yourself did not see the offense 
actually committed. si legis- 

lation in some places authorizes an 
officer to make an arrest without 
warrant for a m "it-

If your Chief says that will be 
right, go ahead. But remember, ' ' A 
man is: 1 to be innocent until 

he is found guilty. " An officer who 
arrests without a warrant is called 
upon to prove the offense, and also 
prove the prisoner's guilt beyond a 
reasonable doubt in the mind of the 
court, or the jury. 

You have to prove the prisoner did 
heg, or peddle The more witnesses 
to that point the better. You also 
have to prove he is faking deafness. 
Failing to prove both, for arresting 
without a warrant the prisoner may 
(I do not say witt) sue you for ille 
gal arrest and false imprisonment 
Any unlawful restraint of a person 
contrary to his will, either with or 
without process of law, is false im- 
prisonment, and makes the offend- 
ing jxjliceman liable to the State in a 
criminal and to the impri 

ed man in a civil action. An "ac- 
tion" is a law suit. In other words, 
if a deaf policeman arrests a "deaf" 
beggar without a warrant, and is un- 
able to secure his conviction in court, 
said deaf policeman may be sued for 
dan • i . I do not say he will 

but that he may be— such things 
depend on the point* of law involved, 
the attitude of the court, and 
ability of the to hire a 

lawyer. 

Any person hav: ive know- 

ledge of the co in of a crime 

may secure a warrant for the crimi- 
nal by telling the facts at 
the nearest police station, and swear- 
ing on oath the facts are true. 
Fine language and correct spelling 
are not necessary, but facts are 
The name of the offender should al- 
ways be given, if known, that no 
fault may be found with the legality 
of the warrant. 

An officer making an arrest with a 
warrant, in a case where a warrant 
is necessary, must have the warrant 
actually in his possession at the time 
of making the arrest. No arr 
may be made on Sunday except in 
cases of tre; OBV, or a breach 

of the peace. "Breach of the peace," 
is held to include all indictable of- 
fenses, therefore the common law 
only forbids arrest in civil cases on 
Sunday. 

A person about to be arrested is 
entitled to know he is arrested by 
lawful authority, hence the display 
of the police badge is necessary. As 
long as he does not resist, he is also 
entitled to know the grounds on 
which he is arrested, or see the war- 
rant. 

An arrest is generally understood 
in law to take place when an officer 
lays bands on a prisoner, and makes 
him understand he is under arrest. 
That is important for us deaf police- 
men. 

Handcuffs and force should not be 
used except in case of the ut 

v, and nothing but absolute 
will justify an officer's 
str j k 1 1 1 % 3 prisoner.

expected to exercise the highest 
grade of judgment, but he must not 
fall below that which is expected 
from a man of a fair average intel- 
lect. 

" And any act or omission of an 
officer which arises fromj the neces- 
sity of the case, will justify the 
officer in acting, or not acting, only 
so long as the necessity exists." 

In closing I would urge that 
every large city or town secure a 
deaf policeman, on the same lines as 
laid out at the start of this article. 
There is no money in it, and there 
is the inconvenience of perhaps be- 
ing called out of bed at any hour to 
serve in some sudden emergency, a 
riot or the like ; or being summoned 
from work at any time to testify in 
court, with its resultant loss of pay. 
Hut it Is a big thing— big for us. 
It means publicity of the right sort, 
instead of the all too familiar ridi- 
cule of the average newspaper. 
And it is the beginning of something' 
big. 

Volunteers wanted. Men who will 
blaze the trail — men who will do 
their part toward the difficult task 
of getting the hearing to see us as 
we deaf really are, simply well- 
meaning, warm-hearted human be- 
ings — like themselves. 

If you feel you are not fitted to 
the post, secure a friend who is, and 
see him safely through.
